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Father to set up fund to help burns victims 
in memory of family he lost in house blaze

A TRUST fund is to be set up in 
memory of the mother and five 
children who lost their lives in the 
Barn Mead house fire. 

In an emotional speech at a special 
interfaith memorial service organised 
and held at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, Dr Abdul Shakoor - the sole 
survivor of the tragedy - thanked 
"from the depths of my heart" ail 
those who had supported him since 
losing his family. 

Dr Sabah Usmani (41) and children 
Hira (12), Sohaib (11), Muneeb (9) and 
Rayyan (6) died following the blaze in 
the early hours of October 15. Three- 
year-old Maheen lost her fight for life 
in hospital three days later. 

The service at PAH was held the day 
after the family were laid to rest at 
Parndon Wood Cemetery. It was led by 
hospital chaplain Christine Hawkins 
and attended by more than 100 staff 
from the hospital, where Dr Shakoor 
works as an endocrinologist. 
Addressing the service, Dr Shakoor 
said: "In this very hard time for me 
and my family, every member of the 
community, irrespective of their faith, 
share my grief and have provided me 
with moral support without which it 
would not be possible for me to go on. 
"This incident has also provided me 
and my family an opportunity to form 
an emotional bond with many 
members of the community, working 
towards a common grief and creating 
a more tolerant society and peaceful 
place to live in." 

Dr Shakoor and other family members 
were invited to light six candles in 
memory of each of the victims. 
Reading a passage from the Quran 
which he said had brought him and 
his family great solace since the 
tragedy, Dr Shakoor expressed his 
special gratitude to members of all 
the emergency services involved in 
taking care of him and his family, and 
to his work colleagues for their 
ongoing emotional and practical 
support. 

"I would like to take this opportunity 
to especially thank the Princess 
Alexandra Trust for setting up the 
Shakoor family fund. This is another 
way the hospital have shown their 
generosity, thoughtfulness and 
kindness and I am grateful to all the 
people who have contributed. 

"I would like to say that I have very 


limited personal needs, however, and 
feel we must work together so that 
something good can come out of the 
tragedy that has befallen my family 
and me. 

"After much thought I have decided 
to set up a trust in the memory of my 


wife and my children which will help 
burns victims. I would reguest the 
community to join my hands in this 
noble cause." 

Among those who attended the hour- 
long service were hospital chief 
executive Melanie Walker and Harlow 


MP Robert Halfon. 

Ms Walker said: "The pain is 
unimaginable to all of us who have 
never been in that position. In the 
very depths of a very, very bleak 
place we have to find something to 
take us forwards. 

"I know that for every one here today 
there are the same amount, if not 
more, who wanted to be here but are 
out doing what they do best which is 
caring for people. That is what Dr 
Shakoor and his family saw on that 
terrible night. 

"I am proud to be able to say from 
everybody on behalf of the trust, and 
indeed the wider NHS, to Dr Shakoor 
and his family that we are here to 
support you as friends and as 
colleagues. 

"I can't add to what Dr Shakoor said, 

I am humbled by how he spoke and I 
want to extend our support and care 
and make sure he knows that we will 
all do what we can to help him get 
through this." 

Police said this week their 
investigations into the cause of the 
blaze were ongoing.

No council U-turn 
on advice service 


COUNCIL leader Mark Wilkinson 
this week rejected a plea by the 
trustees of Harlow’s Welfare Rights & 
Advice Service to review the decision 
to pull the plug on funding of the serv¬ 
ice. 

HWRA was forced to close to new clients 
last week after the authority terminated its 
contract with the service and cut the tele¬ 
phone lines. 

But as staff continued to work around the 
clock to complete outstanding casework for 
hundreds of existing clients, trustees remain 
ed hopeful the council would reconsider its 
position and give the organisation more time 
to pay back the £ 120,000-plus it owes to the 
authority.

Les Coben, acting chairman of trustees, 
said he believed councillors had been given 
misleading information. 

“We believe that inaccurate advice and 
other factors may have caused councillors to 
be given a misleading impression of HWRA’s 
position and that it is, therefore, still possible 
for the council to review the decision,” he 
said. 

“Mark Wilkinson’s quote in last week’s 
Star that HWRA owed the council more than 
the annual payment to the service of £120,000 
is misleading in that readers may assume the 
figure is well above this. In fact it is approxi¬ 


mately £122,000. 

“HWRA offered to pay £60,000 of this on 
October 15 with a further £30,000 to be paid 
in December and the rest the following year. 
Unfortunately the council did not accept this 
installment arrangement.” 

But Cllr Wilkinson said the authority 
would not be reviewing its decision and now 
planned to invite tenders for a replacement 
service as soon as possible. 

“It is very disappointing that after trying so 
hard to help HWRA the council has had to 
terminate the contract to protect the council’s 
position,” he said. 

“The process to invite tenders for a new 
service will be launched soon and the council 
will continue to help those it can in the inter¬ 
im.”

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Lawyer back in court 
over McCann claims 


A RETIRED lawyer from Harlow is 
facing the threat of a jail sentence for 
contempt of court following his latest 
run-in with the parents of missing 
schoolgirl Madeleine McCann. 

Tony Bennett (65), of Chippingfield, Old 
Harlow, has been accused of multiple breach¬ 
es of formal undertakings he signed in 
November 2009 in which he agreed to stop 
making allegations that Madeleine’s parents - 
Kate and Gerry McCann - were involved in 
covering up their daughter’s death in 2007. 

Three-year-old Madeleine went missing in 
May 2007 from an apartment complex in 
Praia da Luz, Portugal, where her parents had 
been holidaying with friends. 

The McCanns believe their daughter was 
kidnapped and have mounted a high-profile 
campaign in a bid to find her. But despite 
widespread investigations by both the Port- 
ugeuse and British police, no traces of her 
have been found. 

In 2008 Mr Bennett published a controver¬ 
sial book - What Really Happened to

Madeleine McCann - in which he made a 
number of allegations relating to the case 

Last Wednesday lawyers acting for the 
McCanns went to the High Court in London 
to argue that Mr Bennett had persisted in 
spreading false allegations against them both 
online and in print and as a result they were 
now seeking his imprisonment - or other pun¬ 
ishment - for alleged contempt of court. 

For his part, Mr Bennett is asking the court 
to vary the undertakings he gave in 2009 so 
he can publish what he claims is “credible 
evidence” that Madeleine died in the holiday 
apartment, that her parents have covered this 
up and have lied about matters connected to 
her reported disappearance. 

The court heard the McCanns denied there 
was any truth in any of the allegations which 
Mr Bennett “wishes to be free to make” and 
argued that his continued publication of 
“numerous grave and actionable libels” 


against them amounted to harassment. 

Mr Justice Tugendhat underlined the vital 
importance of court orders and undertakings 
being obeyed and directed that the couple’s 
case against Mr Bennett should be heard “as 
soon as practicable”. 

Speaking to the Star this week, Mr Bennett 
vowed to fight for his right to free speech and 
said he believed he had “valid” arguments for 
his defence. 

“Britain’s libel laws are so oppressive that I 
had no alternative but to agree to the terms of 
the formal undertakings set out by the 
McCanns’ lawyers in November 2009,” he 
said. 

“Of the 16 undertakings I signed there are 
only three which have been broken. I want to 
make it absolutely clear that I have never 
claimed the McCanns killed or were respon¬ 
sible for Madeleine’s death.” 

He added: “I believe that in a country 
where freedom of speech is valued so highly 
I should have the right to publish what I 
believe to be credible evidence about what 
happened to Madeleine.”

A PREGNANT mum-of-one left home¬ 
less after fire ripped through her coun¬ 
cil flat is pleading with the authority to 
find her and her four-year-old son 
“safe” accommodation. 

Leila Abdullah-Cox (39) and son Devin 
have been staying in a double room at the Oasis 
Hotel, in Hart Road, since the blaze at their 
Purford Green home more than five weeks ago, 

Miss Abdullah-Cox, who is seven months 
pregnant, said she fears for their safety while 
staying at the hotel, which is used by the auth¬ 
ority as temporary accommodation for home¬ 
less residents. 

“We are extremely desperate now,” Leila 
told the Star. “I will take anything just to get 
out of this place. It is dirty and full of people 
with drug and alcohol problems. 

“You can constantly smell marijuana in the 
halls and we have people knocking on our door 
at all hours of the night asking for cigarettes 
and drugs. We also don’t have any cooking 
facilities and are struggling to afford to eat, 
while the hotel is too far away from Devin’s 
pre-school for him to be able to attend. 

“On top of that I have now been diagnosed 
with gestational diabetes, meaning I need to 
take extra care of myself for the baby’s sake. 
But I am starting to suffer anxiety attacks at the 
thought of still being here when the baby is 
bom. It really is no place for any child.” 

RodTruan, Harlow Council’s portfolio hold¬ 
er for housing, said the situation would be 
reviewed at the end of this month if Leila and 
her son had still not been re-housed. 

“As Ms Abdullah-Cox’s previous property is 
extensively smoke and fire damaged it was 
agreed with her that the family will be re¬ 
housed permanently in a like-for-like proper¬ 
ty,” he said. “The family is in temporary 
accommodation while we wait for a two-bed 
first floor flat to become available. 

“We appreciate that this is frustrating for Ms 
Cox as generally there is a lack of two bedroom 
properties which become available to re-let. 
We are in regular contact with her and if a 
property has not become available by the end 
of November council housing managers will 
review the situation.” 

Hotel manager Mazhar Khan said he was 
“unaware” of any of the problems of which 
Miss Abdullah-Cox complained. 

“I am very sorry for the circumstances this 
lady finds herself in but must urge her to report 
any trouble with other residents to us or, in the 
case of illegal drug misuse, to the police,” he 
said. 

“We have a zero-tolerance policy towards 
drugs and anti-social behaviour and as far as 
we know do not have a problem with them. 

“However, if the situation is believed to be 
otherwise we would urge a complaint to be 
made so we can address it.” 




Calendar stars cover

RACY ramblers who raised 
more than £5,000 to buy 
equipment for a school for 
pupils with special needs 
enjoyed a morning testing 
out items purchased with 
their donation. 

Members of the Harlow 
Walking Group shed their 
normal rambling gear and 
posed naked for a series of 
photographs which were 
then used in a fundraising 
calendar.

“The light in my living room 
was on and my TV had gone, 
but I was horrified when I went 
up to my bedroom to find the 
pot had been taken. 

“They were the only two 
things stolen, the thieves 
ignored everything else of 
value. Why, why, why did they 
have to take the pot? 

“I just can’t get my head 
around it. They must have 
realised that it was something 
very special to me because 
there was a memorial card and 
photos of Claire beside it.” 

She added: “My mum and 
dad, my two sisters, my brother 
and me have suffered enough 
since the tragic death of Claire 
and we are making a heartfelt 
plea to the thief to return her 
ashes as soon as possible.” 

DCI Stuart Hooper, of Essex 


Police Investigations Command, 
described the theft as “despica¬ 
ble”. 

“We are working closely with 
the family and doing everything 
we can to get the ashes back as 
quickly as possible,” he said. 

“If anyone has any informa¬ 
tion about the burglary or any 
attempts to sell the pot in suspi¬ 
cious circumstances they 
should contact the investigation 
team immediately.”

# Mark Golds (45), from 
Harlow, has been charged with 
the murder of Claire Parrish.

Council partner pulls 
out of 'savings' deal 


A COST-saving partnership set up 
between local authorities in Harlow 
and Uttlesford has collapsed after 
being declared “too risky” by coun¬ 
cil chiefs. 

Harlow Council had entered into the 
revenue and benefits agreement last year 
in a bid to slash overheads by sharing 
staff and offices. 

It was expected to save the authorities

a combined total of £695,000 a year. 

But Uttlesford District Council has 
now pulled out of the deal after cabinet 
members voted to terminate the agree¬ 
ment because of the “uncertainty” sur¬ 
rounding the Government’s forthcoming 
welfare reforms. 


Speaking at a meeting on Thursday, 
UDC leader Jim Ketteridge said: “We 
have already looked at what we can do 
within our own council in terms of sav¬ 
ings and, thanks to the team, consider¬ 
able savings can be made. 

“Therefore, it’s our opinion that we do 
formally terminate the partnership.” 

A report circulated among cabinet 
members stated that the deal had already 


swallowed up more than £100,000 from 
an Improvement East grant fund provid¬ 
ed by the Government - but added that 
pulling out of the partnership would not 
incur further costs or result in job losses. 

The termination is unlikely to result in 
any direct loss of revenue for Harlow 
Council either, although the authority 
had accounted for the cost saving in its 
forward planning and is now looking at 
ways to make up the short¬ 
fall. 

This week Harlow Cou¬ 
ncil leader Mark Wilkin¬ 
son described the break¬ 
down of the partnership as 
“regrettable”. 

“This issue will be for¬ 
mally considered by the 
cabinet on November 8 but 
clearly Uttlesford Council 
has decided to withdraw 
from the partnership beca¬ 
use of concerns about the 
uncertainty created by the 
Government’s proposed 
welfare and local govern¬ 
ment finance reforms,” he 
said. 

“Other such partnership 
proposals around the coun¬ 
try have similarly been 
frustrated. 

“It is regrettable that on 
the one hand the Govern¬ 
ment is encouraging part¬ 
nership working to 
improve efficiency whilst 
on the other creating 
uncertainty which under¬ 
mines the confidence 
required for such partner¬ 
ship working.”

Shop worker 
seriously hurt 
while trying 
to stop thief 

A SHOP worker suffered broken ribs 
and a punctured lung after she was 
assaulted by a thief. 

The man entered the Holland and 
Barrett store in Broad Walk, Harlow, 
at 3.45pm last Monday. He picked up 
a number of items and then left the 
premises without making any attempt 
to pay for them. 

But as he attempted to cycle away 
he was confronted by the member of 
staff, who attempted to stop him. The 
thief then assaulted her and she fell 
over a bench seat, suffering serious 
injuries in the process. 

She was taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital where she underwent 
surgery and is now recovering at her 
home in Hertford. 

It is thought that a group of three 
or four people tried to chase the thief 
as he remounted his bike and rode 
away in the direction of the Wether- 
spoon’s pub in West Square. 

Detective Constable Ryan Burgess 
said: “This was an appalling assault 
in which extreme force was used on 
the member of staff. 

“The assault happened outside the 
shop in Broad Walk and the thief is 
believed to have ridden away carry¬ 
ing one of the tubs. He went past 
Greggs the bakers and across Market 
Square in the direction of Wether- 
spoons and was lost at the round¬ 
about for PAH. 

“Part of his route is thought to 
have been through the alleyway adja¬ 
cent to Cash Concepts, along Bird 
Cage Walk or past the Citizens 
Advice Bureau. 

“We want to hear from anyone 
who saw the assault or saw the man 
falling off his bike or from anyone 
who saw him riding across Market 
Square. 

“We especially want to hear from a 
small group of young adults who 
chased the man for a short time. 
Anyone who saw this man could have 
important information about him and 
we hope they will come forward.” 

The thief is described as white, 
aged in his mid 20s, about 6ft tall 
with greasy brown hair short at the 
sides and longer on top and of slim to 
average build. He was wearing a 
three-quarter length black coat with a 
hood, blue jeans and white trainers

Hedge pledge to 
keep town tidy 

HARLOW Council has embarked on 
a programme to spruce up the town 
by launching a £400,000 hedge main¬ 
tenance project. 

Contractors Kier Harlow have 
already started work on the two-year 
scheme which will see overgrown 
shrubs, trees, bushes and hedges cut 
back in residential areas to keep pub¬ 
lic footpaths clear. 

The initiative is part of a package 
of measures announced by the coun¬ 
cil and Kier earlier this year to keep 
the town looking “green and clean”. 

Councillor Jon Clempner, portfo¬ 
lio holder for environment, said: 
“Keeping the streets clean and tidy is 
a constant priority for our residents 
and there have been complaints of 
hedges in residential areas being 
overgrown. 

“This work means our teams can 
get to litter more easily and uncover 
dumped rubbish. It also keeps the 
footpaths safer by removing over¬ 
grown and overhanging greenery and 
it will be easier to keep it maintained 
and looking neat in the future.”

Cost of advice service 
was never sustainable

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A PLAQUE commemorat¬ 
ing the pioneering work of 
a Harlow scientist who 
played a key role in the 
invention of fibre-optic 
communications has been 
unveiled at the Water

years after his death. 

Alec Reeves, who passed away 
at the age of 70 in 1971, was part 
of the team headed by Sir Charles 
Kao which was credited with 
making the revolutionary discov¬ 
ery while working at Standard 
Telecommunications Laborato¬ 
ries in London Road. 

The groundbreaking work - 
which also included the invention 
of pulse code modulation - was 
remembered on Friday at the 
unveiling of a blue plaque in Mr 
Reeves honour during a ceremony 
organised by Harlow Civic 
Society.

Council looking to shake 
up housing list priorities 


RESIDENTS have less than two 
weeks to have their say on the 
way council housing in Harlow is 
prioritised. 

Opinions are being sought by 
Harlow Council as is it looks to 
develop a new allocations policy 
for the town. 

The demands for housing con¬ 
tinues to increase due to a rise in 
the number of applicants regis¬ 
tered and a shortage of council 
properties available for rent. 

There are currently more than 
5,000 people registered for social 
housing in Harlow. Every year 
about 1,000 new applicants join 
the register but only half that 
number of homes become avail¬ 
able. 

That situation, coupled with 
changes in legislation under the 


Localism Act, has left the council 
needing to review its allocation 
policy. 

Rod Truan, the council’s port¬ 
folio holder for housing, said: 
“With the pressure on social 
housing in the town continuing, 
we are being honest with people 
about what their likely chances 
are of getting housed. 

“It’s a difficult situation but 
with this review we have a fresh 
opportunity to look at who should 
get priority when council housing 
becomes available.”

NOSTALGIA UPDATE: War memorabilia 


W AR-time ration 
books, national 
identity cards and 
clothing books have 
been landing on the 
Nostalgia desks in 
recent weeks. 

The trigger for these 
items dating back to the 
Second World 
War was an 
article about 
Harlow resident 
Alan Hawkins, 
who sent in his 
old ID card 
which he thought 
may be of 
interest to 
readers. 

Joan Crosby, of 
Long Ley, was the 
first to pop into 
our office with an array of 
items belonging to her late 
husband, Dennis. 

“He had always kept all 
his old ration books so 
after I saw the article in 
the Star I thought I would 
dig them out,” she said. “I 
found his National ID 
card, a supplementary 
clothing book, his old 
merchant navy clothing 
ration book for his 
uniform and his Post 
Office savings stamp 
book.” 

It was on June 1,1941 
that the Government 
announced clothing in 
Britain was to be rationed. 
Coupon books were issued 
to every person living in 
the United Kingdom 
although some items such 
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as hats, clogs, baby 
clothing and second-hand 
garments were exempt 
from rationing. 

Although the war ended 
in 1945, rationing 
continued until 1952. 

In the same year as 
clothes started to be 
rationed, the Government 
brought in a new National 
Savings Stamp scheme to 
encourage individuals to 
save. Deposits could be 
made by buying stamps to 
the value of 6d (2y 2 p) or 

2/6d (12y 2 p). 

“I don’t know why Dennis 
kept the stamp book all 
these years but I thought 
other people might like to 
see it,” said Joan. 
“Interestingly, the stamps 


featured three 
different kings in those 
days.” 

Avis Nichols, from 
Roydon, also brought in 
old ration books and ID 
cards of her late husband 
Edward. 

“He had been a Flight 
Lieutenant and it was nice 
to look through these old 
books and learn a few new 
things,” she said. 

“As well as his ID card I 
found his services clothing 
book and motor fuel 
ration books, not that he 
would have used the car so 
much then. 

“You couldn’t after it got 
dark as with all the 
blackouts in place and no 
street lighting it was just 
too dangerous!”

County crews vote 
to end fire dispute

THE longest-running industrial 
dispute in UK fire service history 
has finally been resolved after 
members of the Essex Fire 
Brigades Union voted to end their 
four-year protest against frontline 
cuts. 

Crews have voted two-to-one to accept 
settlement terms negotiated and recom¬ 
mended by their union leaders, bringing 
an end to a bitter dispute that has rumbled 
on since 2008. 

Keith Handscomb, FBU executive 
council member, said the breakthrough 
would now “lay the foundations” for 
rebuilding industrial relations between 
firefighters and Essex Fire Authority. 

“Negotiators from both sides deserve 
credit for overcoming deeply held differ¬ 
ences to negotiate the compromise terms 
needed to settle the dispute,” he said. 

“The challenges ahead are huge as the 
fire and rescue service faces the most 
severe cuts ever in central government 
funding. 

“But the negotiated settlement includes 
written assurances from the chief fire 
officer to maintain the overall numbers of 
wholetime firefighters across Essex up to 
March 2015 and beyond, subject to cen¬ 
tral government funding being no worse 
than already projected.” 

He added that the settlement also 
included new terms and allowances for 
firefighters underpinned by a detailed 
framework for improving industrial rela¬ 
tions. 

“It’s early days but, bit by bit, relations 
are starting to get better and so it is now 
up to both sides to take this opportunity to 
work together in facing the considerable 
challenges that lie ahead,” he said. 

Chief Fire Officer David Johnson said 
that while both parties acknowledged that 
differences in opinion would remain, it 
was time to draw a line under the past and 
look forward. 

“The service will face significant 
financial challenges over the next couple 
of years and it is important for us all to 
focus our energies on the future and learn 
to work together once again to achieve the 
best possible outcome for Essex,” he said. 

“The changes that have successfully 
been introduced over the last four years 
have put us in a good position. 

“Prudent financial management has 
enabled us to offer all Essex firefighters 
job security come what may, and we have 
a Fire Authority mandate to maintain the 
same number of fire stations and fire 
appliances with the financial resources to 
support those guarantees. 

“Nevertheless, there is still a need to 
drive all unnecessary costs out and use 
our resources in the most efficient and 
effective way while maintaining the cur¬ 
rent levels of fire cover.”

Make it a real corker 
-4 with drop of fine wine 


C HRISTMAS is a time for 
extravagance. You can 
legitimately splash out 
on sumptuous wines - the 
kind of fine wines you might 
only dream of at other times 
of the year. 

Choosing Christmas wines 
takes planning. If you’re a fan 
of reds, take a look at some of 
the show-stopping Bordeaux 
and Burgundies out there. 

Save your best ones for the 
main meal, whether this is 
lunch or dinner on Christmas 
Day. 

Keep the lighter, fruitier ones 
for Boxing Day. 

A bottle gives six glasses and 
it’s a good idea to pull the 
corks well ahead. 

Rather than serving a medley 
of wines on Christmas Day, 
stick to a couple of good ones 
- generally a red and a white. 
For large gatherings, 
magnums or even jeroboams 
are a great bet because they 
give an instant sense of 
occasion. Most fine wine 
merchants have a selection. 
There is a lot of confusion 
over whether or not to decant 


wines. As a rule, any wine 
that has thrown a deposit - 
older vintages of fine wine, 
young but big-bodied reds 
and vintage port - should be 
decanted. 

One trick is to place a bright 
light behind the bottle and 
pour veiy carefully; stopping 
when you see sediment has 
reached the neck of the 
bottle. Young tannic wines 
can also benefit from 
breathing, softening and 
opening up as they mingle 
with the air. 

Ideally, leave your wines to 
rest upright for 24 hours 
before opening or decanting 
them. Room temperature can 
be a little high for the more 
delicate reds, so leave your 
bottles to rest in a cool corner 
of the house. 

Most important of all, 
remember the old saying: the 
enemy of a good wine is a 
greater wine. 

Serve your lighter and less 
impressive wines first and 
work up to the grand finale of 
that special bottle.

W E would all like something 

for nothing, but few of us are 
sufficiently naive to think this 
happens on a regular basis. 

You could argue that Bentley’s 
Continental GT Speed doesn’t come for 
nothing either, not with a list price of 
£151,000. But even at the super- 
luxurious end of the scale you can now 
have more power, torque and 
performance with improved fuel 
economy and emissions. 

The second-generation Continental GT 
has been with us since early 2011 and 
following the deeply impressive V8 
version early in the year, Bentley has 
turned its attention back to the W12. 
With the GT Speed you now get a 
monstrous 616bhp from the 6.0-litre 
12-cylinder engine, up 49bhp over the 
regular Continental GT. Torque is also 
up 741b.ft to 5901b.ft. These are genuine 
supercar numbers however you measure 
it. 

As before, all that power is fed to all 
four wheels with a 60/40 split biased 
towards the rear, but the W12 now 
gains the impressive eight-speed 
automatic transmission used on the V8. 
Bentley claims it offers faster up and 
down shifts and, combined with the 
power boost, improves acceleration 
times. 

Although the substantial brakes remain 
the same (with the option of even larger 


full noise and the throttle response 
sharpens, too. Now it leaps forwards as 
you press the accelerator and the burble 
from the exhaust becomes a 
distinguished roar. 

And then there’s the performance. The 
sheer physics dictate that an enormous 
amount of power is required to hurl this 
2.3 tonne car from 0-60mph in 4.0 
seconds, and one prolonged punch of 
the throttle is all that’s required to 
confirm it. The Speed simply bounds 
forwards with utter relentlessness, even 
past 1 OOmph, and it won’t let up until 
you run out of bravery. 

The test route included many of miles 
of derestricted German autobahn and 
despite weather and traffic stopping 
play, several runs beyond 170mph 
proved the point: the Speed is a 
devastatingly fast machine. 

It carries on in the same vein when you 
reach a bend. The brakes were tested 
severely from those high speeds and 
brought it down very quickly and 
without drama. Pitch it into a bend and 
it hides its size well, feeling like a 
much smaller car. 

Perhaps the most surprising fact about 
the Speed is that the previous version 
outsold the standard W12 in almost 
every year it was on sale. That suggests 
that more is certainly more for Bentley 
customers, and the completeness and 
breadth of ability the new Speed shows 
will mean they’ll love this even more. 
Lottery winners and aristocrats alike 
have a new dream machine. 


carbon ceramic discs) the chassis has 
also been significantly revised. Springs 
and dampers have been tweaked, the car 
rides 10mm lower than before and both 
the suspension bushes and anti-roll bars 
have been uprated. 

There are visual enhancements, too. 

The giant 21-inch wheels are the most 
obvious and are standard on the Speed, 
while the front grilles are a smoked 
chrome rather than the more obvious 
brightwork. At the rear there are ‘rifled’ 
exhaust pipes, while the new chrome 
lamp bezels are now standard across the 
GT range. 

Climb inside the Speed and you are met 
by the same sumptuous cabin as you get 
in a regular GT, but with the optional 
Mulliner pack as standard. There are 
virtually limitless combinations of 


leather, wood and aluminium finishes, 
even down to the colour of the 
stitching. It’s the kind of interior you 
wouldn’t think twice about spending 
several hours in, which is exactly how a 
Grand Tourer should be. 

Prod the starter button and the mighty 
W12 fires with a hearty but muted 
rumble. Slot the chunky aluminium 
shifter into drive and the Speed rolls 
forward with no discernable effort on 
that vast wave of torque. 

Comfort is the key word. The combined 
noise from the tyres and the engine is 
faint, and certainly with the suspension 
in comfort mode the ride is surprisingly 
good. Surprising because this is a big 
car on big wheels with definite sporting 
aspirations, but the changes that have 
been made underneath haven’t hurt its 


ability to smooth out the poorest roads. 
Acceleration is always available, even 
with the merest squeeze of the 
accelerator. The eight-speed automatic 
inherited from the GT V8 is smoother 
than the previous gearbox, and although 
the multitude of ratios means it will 
flick quickly up and down there is so 
much torque and such a silken shift 
action you barely notice what it's up to. 
The Speed is so comfortable and 
effortless it makes you want to cross 
whole countries in a single bound, 
simply because you can. 

But this is only half the story because 
you can change the Speed’s demeanour 
by simply shifting the gearbox into S 
mode. Do that and the shift pattern and 
speed changes, the exhaust opens up for

Henry Moore School student

3-8 year olds one-mile race. 
She competed against more 
than 300 other girls and 
clocked a superb time of 7 
minutes and 14 seconds. 

In the mini race the runners 
could be accompanied by 
their parents and Madeleine 
was accompanied by her mum 
Gina. 

Elise, who attends 
Leventhorpe School in 
Sawbridgeworth, did not 
compete because of a knee 
injury. 

In the 12-15 years boys 2.5km 
race, Madeleine’s older 
brother Joseph Bailey (14), 
ran against 234 other boys 
and finished in joint 18th 
place with two other boys in a 
close sprint finish.

HTFC consider artificial pitch 


HAWKS chairman John 
Barnett revealed the club is 
considering following the 
lead of Ryman division one 
south side Maidstone 
United and installing a 3G 
artificial pitch to improve 
its long-term finances. 

Barnett, 70, is determined 
that the Barrows Farm club’s 
facilities be let out more so that 
more money can be injected into 
the team. 

He said the club are in negotia¬ 
tions with a possible investor to get 
a 3G pitch laid. 

Barnett declined to name the pos¬ 
sible investor, but said: “We are in 
the latter stages with regard to a 
pitch being laid. It would need no 
groundsman. 

“And, apart from Christmas, you 
could hire the pitch out for 360 days 
a year for schools and other teams. 
Other sports like hockey could be 
played on it. It would last for 10 or 
15 years.” 

He added: “It would cost serious 
money. However, money would 
come into the club. It is the way 
forward for the club.

“It does cost a lot to keep our sta¬ 
dium and to get a half decent side 
out.” 

Barnett cited Maidstone as an 
example of a team which has gone 
down this road. This pitch was 
installed in the summer and cost 
£400,000. 

He claimed: “There used to be 
120 people coming to games there 
and now there are 1,300 coming to 


their games.” 

Barnett could not give a 
timescale as to when this would 
happen. 

He added: “We could ground- 
share if need be, with another club.” 

Meanwhile, on the pitch the 
Harlow chairman reiterated the sup¬ 
port of chief executive Tom 
Cunningham for manager Danny 
Chapman. 

The team have endured a torrid 
time in Ryman division one north 
this term, and remain in the bottom 
four. 

However, they have suffered with 
a series of injuries to key players, 
especially defenders. 

Barnett stressed that this season 
would be one of consolidation, but 
he hopes the club can go for pro¬ 
motion again in the 2013-14 cam¬ 
paign. 

He said: “We have had experi¬ 
enced players out and we are build¬ 
ing a side together. We could get 
into the top eight and then really go 
for it next year. I would be surprised 
if we did not get promotion. 

“Danny Chapman was great as a 
player and has a good character. I 
am one million per cent behind 
him.”
